Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  present  the  Annual  Report  for  1946. 

As  I  did  not  commence  duty  as  Medical  Officer  of  Health  until 
28th  December,  1946,  the  Report  concerns  the  workofiny  predecessor, 
Dr.  E.  Hughes,  who  left  to  take  up  his  duties  as  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  to  the  County  Borough  of  Preston,  in  August,  1946,  and  of 
Dr.  R.  r.  Rankin,  who  was  acting  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  from 
that  time  until  I  took  up  duties. 

The  statistics  for  the  year  shew  a  marked  increase  in  the  birth¬ 
rate  and  a  decided  decrease  in  the  death-rate,  whilst  the  inlant 
mortality  rate  is  the  lowest  on  record. 

Infectious  diseases  generally  have  been  much  below  the  numl)ers 
notified  in  recent  years  and  no  particular  infectious  disease  was 
prevalent. 

Immunisation  against  diphtheria  was  carried  out  as  in  previous 
vears  and  a  “  booster  ”  dose  was  given  in  a  number  of  cases. 

The  report  also  includes  for  record  purposes,  statistics  relating 
to  School  Medical  Inspection,  which  is  now  controlled  by  the 
Lancashire  County  Council,  d'he  work  of  the  School  Medical  Service 
was  carried  out  on  routine  lines  and  there  was  nothing  unusual  which 
came  to  light  during  the  year. 

The  work  of  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  is  also  detailed  in  the 
body  of  the  report.  The  notable  feature  was  the  commencement 
towards  the  end  of  the  year,  of  a  comprehensive  survey  of  the  houses 
of  the  City  to  ascertain  the  degree  of  overcrowding,  and  also  to 
compile  very  useful  and  valuable  information  on  housing  requirements 
and  the  condition  of  existing  property.  The  conclusions  of  this 
survey  will  be  reported  fully  in  the  next  report. 


In  conclusion  I  would  like  to  record  my  thanks  to  the  Chair¬ 
man  and  members  of  the  Public  Health  Committee  for  their  help  and 
co-operation  and  to  the  staff  for  their  assistance  in  carrying  out  the 
work  of  the  department.

INFECTIOUS  DISEASE. 

I'here  was  a  noticeable  absence  of  infectious  disease  throughout 
the  year.  The  number  of  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  decreased  from  130 
in  1945  to  53,  and  25  Diphtheria  cases  notified  compared  favourably 
with  44  in  1945.  Measles,  which  was  prevalent  in  the  early  part  of 
1945,  was  almost  absent  in  1946,  there  being  only  19  notified  cases. 

The  one  death  from  Diphtheria  occurred  in  a  child  who  had 
not  been  immunised.

The  following  table  gives  details  of  the  number  of  cases  of 
tuberculosis  notified  each  year  since  1938,  and  it  will  be  noted  that 
the  number  of  cases  of  respiratory  tuberculosis  is  the  highest  during 
the  period,  and,  in  fact,  the  highest  since  1933*  There  were  four  fewer 
cases  of  non-respiratory  tuberculosis.  In  three  instances  of  tuberculous 
meningitis,  the  patients  died  without  having  previously  been  notified 
as  suffering  from  tuberculosis.

DIPHTHERIA  IMMUNISATION. 

The  number  of  cases  of  diphtheria  continues  to  decrease  and  has 
fallen  from  44  last  year,  and  a  peak  of  164  in  1933,  to  25  this  year. 
This  undoubtedly  results  from  the  diphtheria  immunisation  campaign, 
although  the  figures  should  improve  considerably  in  view  of  the  large 
number  of  children  now  immunised  (51.2  per  cent,  of  children  under  5 
and  83.6  of  children  aged  5  to  15)  flight  children  who  had  been 
immunised  contracted  diphtheria  although  in  a  generally  mild  form. 
The  Single  diphtheria  death  which  occurred  was  in  a  non-immunised 
child. 

Since  1937  when  immunisation  was  started  no  deaths  have 
occurred  amongst  immunised,  children.

STEPS  TO  COMBAT  INFES 1L4TION. 

Two  special  cleansing  clinics  have  been  established  and  continue 
to  operate  regularly.  One  woman  is  employed  full-time  in  dealing 
with  scabies  and  resistant  cases  of  uncleanliness.  Adult  males  are 
treated  by  a  male  part-time  worker  who  is  paid  on  a  sessional  basis. 

Sacker’s  steel  combs  and  special  head  lotions,  Lethane,  are 

lent  or  supplied  from  the  clinic  in  suitable  cases,  with  instructions  for 
adults  and  other  home  contacts 

The  five  health  visitors,  who  are  also  school  nurses,  pay  frequent 
visits  to  homes  on  information  gained  in  loutine  cleanliness  examina 
tions  at  schools,  and  are  able  to  give  advice  in  regard  to  pre-school 
children  and  others. 

Leaflets  are  distributed  through  the  schools  and  Maternity  and 
Child  Welfare  clinics  in  regard  to  the  maintenance  of  personal 

cleanliness.

CARE  OF  ILLEGITLMATE  CHILDREN. 

The  Lancashire  County  Council  has  formulated  a  scheme  in 
conjunction  with  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Authorities  working  in 
close  co-operation  with  voluntary  associations.  I  he  City  Council 
participates  in  this  scheme,  which  has  worked  smoothly  throughout 
the  year. 

CARE  OF  PREMATURE  INFANTS. 

No  special  arrangements  have  been  made  in  this  matter. 
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HOME  HELP  SCHEME  FOR  MATERNITY  CASES. 

Home  Helps  were  provided  in  eight  confinements  to  carry  out 
general  domestic  duties.  In  five  cases  the  Help  provided  was  from 
the  Local  Authority’s  list,  and  in  the  remaining  three  cases  persons 
suggested  by  the  patients  were  engaged. 

DOMESTIC  HELP  SCHEME. 

The  calls  for  assistance  in  this  scheme  have  shown  an  increase  as 
wider  publicity  has  been  given  to  it.  The  supply  of  domestic  workers 
has  balanced  the  calls  made  for  assistance,  but  it  is  not  too  easy  to 
obtain  such  workers  owing  to  the  intermittent  nature  of  the  employ¬ 
ment.  Assistance  has  been  given  in  14  cases  during  the  year. 

DAY  NURSERIES. 

Willow  Lane  (51  places)  and  Greaves  Park  (50  places)  Nurseries 
were  handed  over  to  the  Education  Authority,  on  ist  April  and  ist 
October,  respectively,  for  use  as  Nursery  Schools,  whilst  the  Ryelands 
Park  Nursery  (gi  places)  was  in  use  throughout  the  year  as  a  non- 
residential  Day  Nursery,  catering  for  the  age  groups  o — 2  and  2 — 5 
years.

Twelve  houses  were  disinfested  by  means  of  liquid  insecticides, 
and  93  vans  of  furniture  were  fumigated  with  HCN  during  re-housing 
operations.  One  common  lodging  with  a  heavy  infestation  was 
sprayed  with  a  5%  DDT/Kerosene  solution,  and  good  results  were 
obtained.

WATER  SUPPLY. 

No  alteration  in  the  sources  of  supply  of  water  was  made  during 
the  year.  The  water,  which  is  partly  moorland  surface  water  from 
the  Council’s  own  catchment  area,  and  partly  from  Manchester’s 
Thirlmere  supply,  is  subjected  to  mechanical  filtration  and  also  to 
chlorination  after  heavy  rain. 

12,900  dwell] nghouses  have  an  internal  piped  supply  of  water, 
15  have  an  individual  piped  supply,  but  which  is  situated  in  buildings 
at  the  rear  of  the  houses,  one  block  of  seven  houses  and  a  block  of 
three  houses  rely  on  a  common  standpipe  for  each  block.  One  house 
is  supplied  by  a  spring,  one  from  a  stream,  and  one  is  reliant  on  rain 
water.  These  latter  houses  are  situated  in  the  rural  part  of  the  area, 
and  it  has  not  been  reasonably  practicable  to  provide  a  piped  supply. 

SAMPLING  OF  TAP  WATER. 

Six  samples  of  tap  water  from  houses  were  submitted  for  chemical 
analysis  and  nine  for  bacteriological  examination.
